Panel divided 


on water testing

WILMINGTON - Members of 
the Citizens Advisory Panel met 
on Monday, October 21, and 
debated whether or not to sup- 
port the connection of the town 
to the Massachusetts Water 
Resource Authority (MWRA) 
Such discussion followed a week 
in which red flags were raised 
when a high level of nitrite was 
discovered in a section of the 
town’s water and temporarily 
forced the treatment plant on 
Butters Row to shut down. 

“I think it is a big waste of 
money to hire a consultant,” 
said panel member Joseph 
Balliro, of the Water and Sewer 
Commission. “We need to stand 
together on the fact that 
Wilmington’s water is gone. We 
can’t live on our water any- 
more. We are spinning our 


environmental expert who 
could monitor the progress of 
efforts to rid the local water 
supply of contaminants. 

Panel member Deborah 
Duggan agreed with Balliro 
that an emergency hook-up to 
the MWRA is needed. However, 
in contrast to Balliro, she also 
believed that it would be “a 
huge mistake to abandon our 
water.” 

Panel member Kathleen 
Barry, who is also the President 
of the Concerned Citizens 
Network, was on the same page 
as Duggan. 

“I am not sure we have done 
as much as we can do,” said 
Barry. “I am very questionable 
that we are at the point of no 
return. We have a responsibili- 
ty to the other communities 
that draw water from the 
Aberjona River.” 

Suzanne Sullivan told her fel- 
low members on the panel, 
“MWRA has been clear that 
they are not responsible for 
other communities screw-ups. 
We need to know the actual 
quality of our water. It is a 
really important piece.”

The premise of “split-dollar” life 
insurance is this; an employer pays 
the premiums on a cash-value poli- 
cy—when the employee dies, the 
beneficiary gets the death benefit, 
less the premiums the company 
paid. (If he retires, the policy can 
be cashed out to the same effect). 
IU's.a nice perk for executives. 

How the employee is taxed on 
this benefit is under review. The 
latest regulations (Notice 2002-8) 
indicate that taxation will depend 
on the policy's owner. If the com- 
pany owns it, the employee is taxed 
on the value of the insurance cover- 
age provided, and the tax obligation 
can be high, If he or she has equity 
in the cash surrender value, any 
increase in the value of that interest 
is also taxable, 

More commonly, though, the 
employee owns the policy under a 
collateral assignment agreement, 
and is taxed only on the imputed 
“interest” on the “loans” that the 
premiums represent,

Wilmington Water Department (PWSID #: 3342000) had high levels of nitrite 


WATER WITH CONCENTRATIONS OF NITRITE ABOVE 1.0 MIL- 
LIGRAMS PER LITER SHOULD NOT BE GIVEN TO INFANTS 
UNDER 6 MONTHS OLD OR USED TO MAKE INFANT FORMULA 


Water sample results received 10/9/2002 and 10/10/2002 showed nitrite levels of 1.1 mg/L (milligrams per liter) and 
1.3 mg/L. This is above the nitrite standard, or maximum contaminant level (MCL), of 1.0 mg/L. Nitrite in drinking 
~water is @serious health concern for infants less. than six months old. 


What should I do if nitrite-levels exceed the MCL? 


e DO NOT GIVE THE WATER TO INFANTS. Infants below the age of six months who drink water ; 
containing nitrite in excess of the MCL could become seriously ill and, if untreated, may die. Symptoms : 
include shortness of breath and blue baby syndrome. Blue baby syndrome is indicated by blueness of the 
skin. Symptoms in infants can develop rapidly, with health deteriorating over a period of days If symptoms 
occur, seek medical attention immediately. 


Water, juice, and formula for children under six months of age should not be prepared with tap water. 
Bottled water or other water low in nitrites should be used for infants until further notice. 


e DO NOT BOIL THE WATER. Boiling, freezing, filtering, or letting water stand does not reduce the 
nitrite level. Excessive boiling can make the nitrites more concentrated, because nitrites remain behind 
when the water evaporates. 


Adults and children older than six months can drink the tap water (nitrite is a concern for infants because 
they can not process nitrites in the same way adults can). However, if you are pregnant or have specific 
health concerns, you may wish to consult your doctor.

THE WATER IS NOW SAFE TO DRINK 


The Wilmington Water Department worked diligently to expeditiously take care of the nitrite problem in the water 
distribution system. The Butters Row Water Treatment Plant (WTP) was shut off on Friday, October 11, 2002 and 
the Town of Burlington allowed us to purchase water from their system. On Sunday October 13, the City of Woburn 
also supplied Wilmington with water. The department flushed the water mains on Hillside Way several times with 
chlorinated water to remove any biofilms in the pipe that were oxidizing ammonia in the well water to nitrite

Certified lab results received on October 15 for water samples taken on October I indicate the water is safe to con- ~ 
sume for the entire population. Nitrite levels in the affected area had been reduced to 0. 39 mg/L. The Town is con- 
tinuing its efforts to further reduce nitrite levels in the water system. 


As of the October 16, the Water Department returned the Butters Row WTP to service using the Town Park, 
Chestnut 1-A and Shawsheen Avenue wells. The Shawsheen Avenue well is under the direct influence of surface 
water and a potential exists for microbial cysts to enter the well. The Shawsheen Avenue well is now chlorinated at 
the well and with additional filtration received at the Butters Row WTP this source meets required treatment. These 
three wells running in tandem reduce the ammonia levels in the unfiltered water by dilution and enable the WTP to 
send water to the distribution system with ammonia levels less than 1.5 mg/L. There is no MCL for ammonia but 
high ammonia levels may lead to higher nitrite levels.

The Water Department will continue to test weekly the fourteen locations in the water system for ammonia, nitrite, 
and nitrate. In addition we will be testing daily for nitrite in the Hillside Way area using our in-house laboratory. 
The Town will immediately notify television stations if nitrite levels rise above the drinking water standard of 1,0 


mg/L.

Devlin gets back on track:

After seven years spent away 
from the starting line, 58-year old 
Bill Devlin is back torunning mara- 
thons. 

On Sunday, Devlin finished in 
246th place in the 14th Annual Bay 
State Marathon in Lowell, with a 
time of 3:32.38. It was his first time 
competing ina marathon since 
the 1996 Boston Marathon. 

A 30-year veteran of competi- 
tiverunning, Devlin offered a blunt 
assessment of his performance. 

“I started like a stallion, but I 
finished like a mule,” said Devlin.

“In my glory days, when I was 
ranieg weds I blew all the guys 
my age away,” said Devlin. “Ihad 
high anticipations (on Sunday), 1 
wanted to run a three hour and 
fifteen minute race.

and then 20 miles every Sunday, 
for a total of 70 miles per week.

Lawrence just Greater 
than Shawsheen

LAWRENCE —t’s starting to 
reach the point inthe season where 
the losses hurt a little more for the 
Shawsheen Tech football team. 
‘The Rams continue to give a great 
effort week in and week out, but 
the results have just not been there. 

The latest loss for the Rams 
came last Saturday night at 
Lawrence Stadidrh to Greater 
Lawrence by the score of 21-14. 
The loss drops Shawsheen’s record 
on the season to 1-5, while Greater 
Lawrence improves to 3-3.

Greater Lawrence had the first 
scoring opportunity of the night, 
as they drove form their own 27 
yard line all the way down to the 
Shawsheen two yard line on a 
drive that chewed up over seven 
minutes of clock between the first 
and second quarter.

A nice kickoff by Gore pinned 
the Reggies at their one yard line 
to start their next possession and 
the Ram defense held them to a 
three and out to return the ball to 
the offense with one last chance to 
tie the game. It came as no big 
surprise to Costabile that the de- 
fense came up big in that situa- 
tion.

As National Hospice Care 
Month draws near (the month of 
November) hospice personnel 
around the Commonwealth are 
still working hard to dispel 
myths and change attitudes held 
by the general public and by 
others in the medical profes- 
sion. 

The personnel at Stoneham 
based Hospice Care, Inc. are 
working hard on many fronts as 
they fight to take care of dying 
patients, their families and 
friends and to dispel the many 
myths that are prevalent today 
about hospice care in general. 

Among the myths, the most 

prevalent are that hospice care 
hastens death and that hospice 
is only for young people dying of 
cancer, 
A paper written by former 
Hospice Care, Inc. Executive 
Director Kate Colburn address- 
es these two myths and four 
other misconceptions about the 
field. 

Colburn wrote, "The concept 
of hospice care emerged in this 
country in response to the 
unmet needs of dying patients 
and their families for whom tra- 
ditional medical care was no 
longer effective, appropriate or 
desired. Hospice allows death to 
occur naturally with comfort 
and dignity. No care is provided 
that hastens death or causes 
death." 

Hospice Care Liaison/Social 
Worker Beth Rubio said, in an 
interview with Middlesex East, 
"We provide end of life care for 
patients who wish to die in their 
own home, or in a hospital or in 
a nursing home, or assisted liv- 
ing facilities." 

Hospice Care Manager of 
Development and Marketing 
Anne Beardsley said, "Another 
problem is that people come to 
the service too late. Instead of 
being able to help for three to 
four months we only get them 
for two weeks." 

She explained that the ser- 
vice provides a quality of life 
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care that allows the family to 
see the patient comfortable in 
his or her last days. 

As to the service being 
available only to cancer 
patients, that is actually a 
small part of the client base at 

Colburn wrote, "There are 
no rules that limit hospice to 
patients with cancer diagnoses. 
In fact, hospices have done 
such a great job in accessing 
individuals with other life-lim- 
iting diseases that patients 
with cancer diagnosis consti- 
tute only 59 percent of hospice 
population.” 

According to Rubio, patients 
that qualify for hospice care 
could be suffering from a num- 
ber of diseases such as chronic 
heart disease, COPD (chronic 
obstructive pulmonary dis- 
ease), infectious and parasitic 
diseases and many others. 

HIV patients are also eligi- 
ble for care from hospice. 

Rubio said, "We don’t dis- 
criminate if someone has HIV, 
but we don’t do it as a special- 


She added, "We have a lot of 
elderly patients. It is the rare 
situation when we have a 
younger patient." 

A patient can qualify for 
hospice care only after a dia- 
logue has occurred with the 
patient and, if possible, the 
family and a primary care 
physician. According to Rubio, 
the physician needs to believe 
that the patient has a prognosis 
of less than six months to live. 

However, she and Beardsley 
note that patients have lived 
beyond that time and seen 
improvement because of the 
care they have received from 
the hospice team. 

"More often than not, in a 
nursing home setting, we will 
have a hospice graduate,” 
Rubio said. 

When that is the case, the 
hospice team is reassigned. 
However, someone keeps in 
touch with the patient in case 
hospice care needs to reoccur. 

Part of the problem in qual- 
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ifying a patient is convincing 
the primary care physician 
that hospice is a necessary 
next step for the patient. 

Rubio said, "We try to over- 
come the physicians resistance 
to having a dialogue with the 
patient." 

Beardsley noted that anoth 
er challenge faced by Hospice 
Care in the Greater Boston 
area is the proximity of so 
many highly rated medical 
institutions. This causes the 
patients and their families to 
delay seeking the alternative 
procedure of hospice. 

Once the patient is qualified 
a full team of medical person- 
nel is put into place to deal 
with the person's needs 
depending on the setting - 
home, nursing home, assisted 
living. 

All of the teams, no matter 
what the setting are overseen 
by the Hospice Care medical 
director, Sister Rosemary 
Ryan, M.D. Medical Mission 
Sisters of Pennsylvania. The 
next on the team is a primary 
care nurse, who oversees the 
case and is in constant contact 
with Sr. Ryan to consult about 
medication and specialized 
equipment that might be neces- 
sary for the patient. 

When the patient is in a 
nursing home, the hospice pri- 
mary care nurse and the 
home's primary care nurse 
must be in constant contact. 
The hospice nurse will relay 
any information from Sr. Ryan 
but, because of legal reasons, 
the homes primary care nurse 
must sign the orders. 

The primary care nurse's 
specialty is in pain manage- 
ment. It is this person's respon- 
sibility to teach family mem- 
bers how to give the proper 
medications and use the equip- 
ment that is needed for the 
patients care. 

In healthcare settings the 
hospice nurse will provide rec- 
ommendations on pain man- 
agement and how to assess the 
patients need for services.

“It is better to go bigger 
than end up with a chandelier 
that is too small,” says Beers, 
“If you are making the invest- 
ment, you want to make a 
statement.” 

Accent lights, either 
recessed or tract-mounted, on 
either side of the chandelier 
and between the end of the 
table add a festive sparkle to 
china, crystal, fruit arrange- 
ments, Space them so they are 
not over the head of diners, but 
not so close to the chandelier to 
create shadows.
